• Tree Raffle. MR said Town/DPW would pay for 1-1.5” caliper, 
containerized shade tree. SN to see what’s available. MR will call winner 
and arrange delivery; winner to plant the tree.

4. DPW Tree Department Update 

Planting: MR reported that the contractor that was to plant in spring will honor 
former pricing, but may not be available for fall planting. DPW now preparing to 
plant 150 bare-root trees; will use watering bags. Will first replace the ~20 that 
died after last year’s planting, then draw from -130 Web QA requests, omitting 
difficult locations. Role for ATC? Could do follow-up after planting. Next spring, 
DPW will offer trees for planting in set-back. Will have 150-i- trees planted by 
contractor next spring; could order as early as this fall. 

Tree Warden: Position may be filled soon. 

NStar: In fall will have NStar prune trees on a couple of streets where heavy 
pruning is needed. That will be followed by a public meeting for feedback on 
results. Format TBD, possibly at Selectmen’s meeting. NStar has hired a new 
guy who has had a lot of experience in NFI; they developed an educational poster 
for use in NFI. 

Grants: MR will forward link for sources of possible grants for future discussion.
